PETITION TO REVIVE APPLICATION 

Applicants hereby petition under 37 CFR §1.137 (b) (3) to 
revive the aforementioned unintentionally abandoned 
application.

The facts of this case are that a Notice to File Missing 
Parts was mailed by the Office on October 26, 2000. Our 
internal time stamp indicates that we received said Action 
on November 8, 2000.
